ment was greeted with a tremendous 
outburst of applause. Chairman Hull 
asked unanimous consent for the con- 
sideration of the bill authorizing the 
President to call out volunteers. He 
said he had received a message from 
the White House urging the necess- 
ity for the passage of the bill today. 


Those present when the President 


signed the ultimatum were Secretary 
Alger, Attorney General Griggs, Sec- 
retary Bliss, Senator Eklins and Mr. 
Chas. Emory Smith. 
The President 


transmitted a copy of the resolutions 
passed by congress, which he states 
he has approved. He ^demands that 
Spain shall withdraw her army and 
navy from Cuba, as requricd by terms 
of the act of congress, (no date for 
withdrawal is mentioned) and says if 
a satisfactory answer is not returned 
by Satxirday he will proceed to execute 
the act of congress. .

The third resolution directs and 


empowers the President "to use the 
entire land and naval forces o£ the 
United States and to call into the 
active service of the United States 
the militia of the several states to 
such extent as may be necessary 
to 


carry these resolutions into elTect." 
This shifts the responsibility to the 
President of the United States. 
The 


duty of congress is ended so far as it 
is concerned with the declaration of 
the National purpose. It invests the 
President with all the power and

Consideration of the 
sundry civil 


appropriation 
bill was resumed and 


the wide latitude of the debate permit- 
ted under the rules of the senate af- 
forded opportunity for some explana- 
tions to be made concerning the action 
of the senate upon the Cuban question. 


Mr. Cockrell (Mo.) and Mr. Bacon 


(Ga.) explained the action of the Dem- 
ocrats in voting against the conference 
report in the early hours of the morn- 
jug, and the colloquies that ensued 
between them and some of the Repub- 
lican senators were spicy and interest- 


ing. 


At 12:27 p. m. a message was re^ 


ceived from the house of representa- 
tives announcing the signature of the 
speaker to the 
Cuban resolutions. 


Eight minutes afterward 
the 
vice 


president announced his signature to 
the Cuban resolutions. 


IxocogiiStion Desired. 


In accordance with his 
announce- 


ment that lie proposed to insist upon 
the independence of the Cuban repub- 
lic, Mr. Allen (Neb.) offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was referred 
to the committee on foreign, relations: 


That tho political independence oC tlin 


Republic) of "uba, the capital of which Is 
located nt Cubltas, is hereby recognized by 
the United States of America as the lawful 
government of the Island of Cuba; thut the 
United States hereby pledges to said re- 
public Ita friendly offices In the adjustment 
of its financial affairs with the Klugdoui 
of Spniri or the holders of Spnnisb. bonds 
or imlfljtedntss. Issued against or made 
chnrgoable to Cuba; that so far as the In- 
fluence of the United States may properly 
be exercised. It will insist that Bald re- 
public shall not be charged vrlth the bond- 
ed or oilier indebtedness ot Spain contract- 
ed during or prior to hostilities between 
tiic respective governments of Cuba and 
Spnin. 


Mr. Stewart (Nev.) said the resolu- 


i.on reminded him of the very ancient 
and very sapient scheme of locking 
the door after the horse is stolen. 


Mr. Allen declared that he was quite 


satisfied that, under the present ar- 
rangement the island of Cuba would 
pass into the hands of "financial cor- 
roonints and financial buzzards," un- 
less tho United States should at once 
take measures to protect the island 
and its people. 


In the course ot a dry routine dis- 


cussion of a minor amendment to the 
pending bill, Mr. Cockrell (Mo.) in- 
jected some life into the debate by 
throwing 
down the gauntlet to Mr. 


Hale for some utterances the lattev 
had made during the Cuban debat •. 
He expressed the desire that Mr. Hale 
would vine his great influence to gtt 
the Republicans in line upon the pend- 
ing amendment. 


Mr. Hale expressed the hope that all 


Republicans would be found in solid 
phalanx in support of their president 
and their party. "I may be pardoned, 
too, for expressing 
the 
hope," said 


-Mr. Hale, tauntingly, "that all Demo- 
crats and a'.l members of other parties 
shall 
he 
found supporting not the 


president alone, but the country, in all 
Patriotic matters." 


Opposed to Any Action. 


Mr. Hale then called attention to 


jh" forecast hp hsH made last Satur- 


day rilght, which was in effect that the 
Democrats -were opposed to any action. 
He did not expect his forecast to bs 
so soon substantiated. 


Mr. Cockrell replied that when the 


question finally came before the sen- 
ate it was on the particular matter as 
to whether the recognition of inde- 
pendence -nould be incorporated in 
the resolutic ns. That amendment, Mr. 
Cockrell coi/'ended, was the only point 
in issue on the final vote. 


"As a mr.tter of fact," interjected 


Mr. Spooner, "this whole business was 
a party play—a Democratic party play 
—and they lan't put men on this side 
of the chamber in a hole by any exhibi- 
tion of a 'holier-than-thou' policy on 
that point." 


Mr. Bacon (Ga.) continued the dis- 


cussion of the position of the Demo- 
crats, talcing the 
same position he 


took Monday night—that as the Demo- 
crats had voted time and again in sup- 
port of their position, so they voted 
to sustain it by opposing the confer- 
ence report, which struck out the pro- 
vision for recognition of independence. 


Mr. Bacon contended that as only 


matters of difference go into confer- 
ence, the vote in the senate on the 
conference committee report was only 
on the Turpie amendment for the rec- 
ignition of the insurgents, and that 
consequently those who had 
voted 


against the conference report had only 
again recorded themselves in favor of 
the Turpie amendment

Hager (Rep., la.), chairman 
of

the Cuban resolutions which had been" 
enrolled under his personal direction. 


The 
speaker 
immediately signed 


them, and as soon as the reading of the 
journal was concluded, at 12:16 p. m.. 
he announced his signature. 


There was no demonstration. 
The 


enrolling clerk at his side seized the 
resolutions and hurried with thorn 
across the Capitol. . 


Mr. Grosvenor then, as a ciuestion of 


personal 
privilege, had read at the 


clerk's desk an editorial in a New York 
paper commenting upon his statement 
in the house on April 7 that "this war 
will be fought under the banner of t"ue 
Republican administration of this gov- 
ernment or it will not be fought at all." 


Crnsvciior Explains. 


Mr. Grosvenor explained the circum- 


stances under which the statement v,ras 
made. He had been delighted with tbu 
record the Democratic party had made, 
and in the statement he had only meant 
that as the present administration had 
three years to run the' war which was 
upon us must be fought during its life 
or not at all. 


He had meant no reflection, and had 


appealed to both sides of the house to 
stand by the executive who had been 
assaulted.
